It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1967* 

The  Church  Street  No.1.  Clearance  Area  was  confirmed 
by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  with  only  minor 
modifications  in  July,  1967* 

During  the  year  the  number  of  births  again  showed  an 
increase,  on  the  other  hand  the  number  of  deaths  showed  a decrease 
to  the  lowest  level  for  many  years.  The  number  of  births  and 
deaths  within  the  Urban  District  were  not  large  enough  for  any 
statistical  conclusions  which  is  fortunate  in  a way  as  the  per- 
centage of  illegitimate  live  births  increased  dramatically  from 
4»76,x  in  1966  to  8.33 in  1967*  It  may  be  that  this  is  another 
indication  of  the  trends  of  todays  permissive  society  but  no  true 
statistical  conclusions  can  be  drawn  from  the  total  live  and  still- 
births numbering  only  121. 

I have  included  as  usual  for  your  interest  my  Annual 
Report  to  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  which  of  course  covers 
Bollington  U.D.C.  as  well  as  Macclesfield  M.B.C. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  help  which  they  have  given 
to  me  throughout  the  year  and  also  the  Officers  and  members  of 
other  departments  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

An  outbreak  of  sonnei  dysentery  at  the  day  nursery 
in  late  December,  19 66,  and  which  continued  through  January  and 
February,  1967?  put  a considerable  strain  on  the  resources  of  the 
department.  A total  of  750  specimens  were  collected  from  the 
homes  of  contacts  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Withington  Hospital .for  examination. 

I am  pleased  to  report  the  excellent  co-operation  of 
the  day  nursery  staff  and  the  general  public  by  providing  the 
necessary  specimens 5 and  I must  thank  my  own  small  staff  for  their 
excellent  response  to  the  emergency,  which  was  cleared  up  without 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  finding  it  necessary  to  close  the 
nursery . 

The  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service  commenced  cooking 
and  serving  lunches  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  at  the 
Community  Centre  at  Bollington  Cross  from  April  12th,  1967*  The 
lunches  at  l/6d.  each  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  those  elderly 
persons  who  have  been  able  to  take  advantage  of  them,  and  the  Members 
of  the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
the  provision  of  these  excellent  meals  at  such  low  cost. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees,  to  Dr. 
Plews,  and  to  the  other  Officers  of  the  Council,  and  in  particular 
to  Mr.  Martin  of  my  department  for  excellent  support  during  the 
year.

Milk  Supplies  - Brucella  Abortus. 

The  regular  routine  sampling  of  milk  in  the  district  is 
undertaken  by  the  County  Council  Health  Department,  which 
is  the  licensing  authority  for  bottling  and  dealers 
establishments  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Reg- 
ulations. The  results  of  the  sampling  are  received  from 
the  County  Council  Officers.  No  evidence  of  tubercle 
bacilli  in  milk  was  found  during  the  year. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture's 
eradication  programme  for  tuberculosis,  the  County  Council 
has  turned  its  attention  to  the  incidence  of  brucellosis 
in  milk.

Brucella  organisms  are  destroyed  by  heat  treatment  of  milk,  but  their 
presence  in  raw  milk  can  produce  undulant  fever  in  humans.  Where 
evidence  of  the  presence  of  these  organisms  is  demonstrated  in  routine 
sampling,  immediate  action  is  set  in  motion  to  isolate  the  affected 
cow  (so  as  to  prevent  the  milk  being  sold  in  its  raw  state).

There  are  four  bakehouses  in  use  in  the  district. 

CLEAN  AIR 

There  are  no  smoke  control  areas  in  the  district.  No  complaints 
of  industrial  smoke  were  received  during  the  year. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  has  an  obligation  to  inspect  their  district  for 
infestations  of  rates  and  mice  and  to  carry  out  the  treatment  for  their 
extermination  on  their  own  properties.  A part-time  Rodent  Operator  who 
also  undertakes  the  treatment  of  vermin  at  private  dwelling  houses  free 
of  charge  and  at  business  premises  at  the  expense  of  the  occupiers,  is 
employed  for  these  purposes.  Several  of  the  larger  industrial  premises 
and  a few  farms  are  serviced  under  annual  contracts. 

The  total  number  of  properties  inspected  for  the  infestations  as 
a result  of  notification  was  318  and  the  number  inspected  during  the 
course  of  survey  was  1,571*

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 

31st  December,  1967* 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a tendency  to  be  a shortage  of  staff  in  one  or 
other  of  the  different  category  of  nurses  employed  within  the  Division.  However, 
during  the  year  the  position  has  improved  particularly  in  respect  of  midwives,  so  at 
the  moment  the  nursing  services  are  able  to  give  a better  service  to  the  residents 
within  the  Division.  This  is  reflected  by  the  statistics  which  show  the  Health 
Visitors  total  visits  rose  by  3>402,  the  District  Nurses  total  visits  rose  by  5*811 
and  District  Midwives  had  an  additional  15  home  confinements,  all  of  this  compared 
to  the  year  1966. 

Indeed,  just  about  the  only  service  which  shows  a reduction  of  work  was  the 
Day  Nursery  Service  with  a fall  of  1,543  in  the  total  attendances  when  compared  to 
1966.  I was  disturbed  by  this  fall  and  have  investigated  to  try  and  ascertain  the 
reasons.  The  fall  becomes  obvious  in  January,  1967*  when  the  charges  for  all 
categories  of  children,  except  sub-normals,  was  raised.  There  was  a further 
increase  in  the  charges  for  non-priority  cases  on  the  2nd  October,  1967?  when  the 
charge  became  14/-d,  per  day.  A survey  of  day  nurseries  at  present  reveals  that 
well  over  half  the  children  are  classed  as  priorities,  and  vithin  this  group  there  are 
a number  of  children  where  although  it  is  highly  desirable,  either  from  the  Child 
Care  Officer's  or  Health  Visitor's  point  of  view,  that  they  should  attend,  in  fact, 
attendances  are  poor  or  erratic.  There  is  some  evidence  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report  that  the  demand  for  nursery  places  is  beginning  to  rise  again.  I have 
outlined  the  position  for  you  as  the  annual  cost  statement  of  the  County  Treasurer 
is  certain  to  be  unfavourable  to  the  four  day  nurseries  within  the  Division,  therefore 
I feel  that  the  Committee  having  upgraded  the  nurseries  to  a satisfactory  level  over 
the  last  few  years  should  be  very  cautious  about  further  expenditure  until  the  average 
attendances  have  increased  substantially. 

The  Domestic  Help  Service  developed  considerably  during  the  year,  particularly 
in  the  care  of  the  elderly,  and  an  example  of  this  is  that  in  1966  night-sitters 
attended  three  cases  for  a total  of  63  hours,  but  in  1967  night-sitters  attended  on 
17  occasions  for  a total  of  204  hours.  I am  certain  that  the  figures  for  1968  will 
again  show  an  increase. 

Mr.  Ashton,  Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  has  supplied  me  with  a report  as  usual 
for  inclusion  with  my  own,  again  the  statistics  show  a great  increase  in  the  amount  of 
work  carried  out  by  the  Mental  Health  Service.  Mr.  Ashton  has  every  reason  to  be 
proud  of  the  faot  that  the  Parlcside  Hospital  has  the  lowest  re-admission  rate  in  the 
Manchester  Region  and  it  is,  in  the  Medical  Director's  opinion,  due  to  the  effective 
support  services  of  the  local  health  authority.  However , I am  very  grateful  to  the

medical  and  nursing  staff  of  the  Parkside  Hospital  for  the  help  and  co-operation 
which  they  give  to  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 


This  Department  has  always  had  excellent  relations  with  the  Macclesfield 
Hospital  and  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  during  the  year  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
appointed  two  new  consultants  to  this  area.  Dr.  White  for  Paediatrics  and  Dr.  Sava 
a General  Physician  with  special  responsibilities  for  Geriatrics.  Health  Visitors 
started  to  attend  Dr.  White's  Paediatric  Clinic  during  1967  and  preliminary 
arrangements  were  made  late  in  the  year  for  Health  Visitors  to  attend  at  Dr.  Savage 
Geriatric  Clinic  this  year.  This  co-operation  and  co-ordination  with  the  Hospital 
can  only  be  to  the  benefit  of  the  population  within  the  Division.

I cannot  finish  this  report  without  mentioning  briefly  certain  other  services 
The  County  Family  Planning  scheme  came  into  operation  during  the  year  and  though  th 
numbers  dealt  with  are  low,  they  refer  only  to  medical  cases  where  pregnancy  would 
have  been  injurous  to  health.  In  August,  1967 » an  Occupational  Therapist  was 
appointed  for  three  sessions  per  week,  and  following  this  in  October  a Club  for  the 
Young  Physically  Handicapped  was  started,  again  the  numbers  involved  are  low,  but  t 
work  done  nevertheless  is  valuable.  Lastly,  in  December,  1967 > a Day  Centre  for  th 
Elderly  Mentally  Infirm  was  started,  here  again  the  numbers  may  seem  to  be  very  sma 
but  I am  sure  that  a very  valuable  service  is  in  fact  being  given  and  the  numbers  a 
already  beginning  to  increase.

SECTION  28  - PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 


C.ytological  Clinic 

This  clinic  was  started  in  October,  1966,  to  carry  out  tests  for 
ladies  between  the  ages  of  25  - 60  years,  to  find  those  with  a pro-cancerous 
condition  and  preventing  the  development  of  Cancer  of  the  Cervix. 

During  1967 » 35  sessions  were  held  and  308  patients  attended,  none 
of  which  were  found  to  be  positive. 

Family  Planning 

The  General  Practitioners  referred  12  cases  on  medical  grounds  to  the 
Family  Planning  Clinic  during  the  year. 
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Health  Advisory  Service  for  the  Aged 


This  service  continued  at  the  Macclesfield  Darby  and  Joan  Club  run 
by  the  V/.V.S.  held  at  the  Parish  Rooms  and  Ileyes  Hall,  Heston,  also,  at  the 
Bollington  Evergreen  Club  held  at  the  Sports  and  Social  Centre,  Bollington. 

Health  Education  films  are  shown  during  the  winter  months  and  the 
Clinic  Nurse  attends  to  answer  questions  and  talk  to  the  members  at  each 
club,  once  per  month,  where  the  attendances  are  approximately  100,  80  and 
50  respectively.  The  films  shown  on  Health  Education  and  travel  films  on 
places  of  interest  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  members  of  the  Clubs 
and  many  of  the  members  have  expressed  their  interest  in  the  films.  The 
Clinic  Nurse  has  been  able  to  successfully  deal  with  the  problems  that  have 
been  brought  to  her  notice  either  by  the  members  or  by  the  members  of  the 

w.v.s.

Protective  incontinence  pants  were  issueo.  to 
6 cases  for  which  disposable  interliners  are  available  and  10,800  disposable 
sheets  wore  purchased  for  issue  to  District  Nurses  to  assist  them  in  their 
work  where  necessary.

Adaptations  to  property  and  equipment  such  as  provisions  of  hand- 
rails to  paths,  ramps,  bath  and  toilet  aids,  foundations  for  garages  and 
widening  of  paths  etc.  were  provided  in  eleven  cases  during  the  year. 

Car  Badges  for  severely  disabled  drivers  were  in  use  in  eleven  cases 
at  the  end  of  year. 

Handicapped  Persons  Club 

In  October,  1967  a selected  group  of  fivo  persons  were  brought 
together  to  form  the  first  meeting  of  a club  designed  to  accommodate  the 
younger  physically  handicapped  in  the  area. 

There  are  now  12  members  within  an  age  group  ranging  from  17  - 55* 

The  Club  meets  one  afternoon  a week  at  the  Weston  Clinic. 

It  was  decided  that  the  club  should  provide  occupation  as  well  as 
being  a social  gathering,  and  small  assignments  of  outwork  have  been 
obtained  from  local  industries.  These  at  present  take  the  form  of  the 
cutting  out  of  machined  embroidery  and  the  winding  of  electrical  transformers 

A Chris tmas  outing  was  arranged  one  evening  in  December,  where  on 
excellent  meal  was  provided  at  one  of  the  local  cafe's  and  the  members 
have  plans  for  other  social  functions  in  the  near  future. 

The  recreational  facilities  of  Keele  University  sports  stadium  have 
been  made  available  for  all  disabled  clubs  in  the  area  and  it  is  hoped 
that  some  of  the  members  from  Macclesfield  who  have  their  own  transport 
will  be  able  to  attend  these  games  which  take  place  every  Monday  afternoon.

There  are  5 children  receiving  free  meals. 

All  the  children  attending  the  Centro  reside  in  their  own  homes  and 
are  transported  daily  either  by  coach  or  taxi.  Escorts  are  provided  to 
travel  with  the  children. 

The  staffing  of  the  Centre  has  been  improved  during  the  year.  There 
is  one  unit  of  10  children  who  are  doubly  handicapped.  This  group  has  2 
staff.  The  ratio  of  the  other  classes  is  now  one  staff  to  ten  children. 

During  the  year  three  children  left  to  take  up  employment.  One 
stayed  at  home  to  look  after  a very  large  family,  one  went  to  work  on  a 
farm  and  one  is  doing  simple  assembly  in  an  engineering  works. 

4 children  (3  boys  and  a girl)  transferred  to  the  Adult  Traing  Centre. 

4 children  removed  from  the  area,  one  went  into  residential  care  and 
1 child  with  multiple  handicaps  died. 

During  the  year  the  Hurdsfield  "Tuesday  Club"  adopted  the  children 
at  the  Centre.  In  September  the  children  took  the  proceeds  of  their 
Harvest  Festival  celebrations  to  the  "Tuesday  Club"  and  the  members  gave 
the  children  a splendid  party  in  December. 

The  Macclesfield  and  Wilmslow  Societies  for  Mentally  Handicapped 
Children  provided  during  the  year  special  playground  equipment. 

The  Macclesfield  Rotarians  organised  a visit  to  the  Circus  at  Belle  Vue 
and  the  children  had  many  outings  to  the  Park,  to  Buxton  Gardens  and 
shopping  expeditions  to  the  town. 

A number  of  students  were  attached  to  the  Centre  for  periods  of 
practical  training  and  many  visits  of  investigation  and  observation  were 
made  by  Doctors,  teachers,  nurses  and  social  workers. 

The  Centre  was  open  to  the  general  public  during  Mental  Health  Week 
which  was  held  in  June.  Open  days  were  held  for  parents.

The  sharp  increase  in  numbers  on  the  register  this  year  is  partly  due 
to  the  opening  of  the  Hostel  for  22  Female  Subnormals  most  of  whom  attend 
the  Centre.  Many  of  these,  on  the  whole  older  Trainees,  coning  from  Mental 
Hospitals  have  had  difficulty  in  settling  down  in  the  new  way  of  life  and 
in  the  Centre  we  have  experienced  problems  of  home-sickness  and  absconding. 
Four  at  least  were  unable  to  habilitate  in  this  wider  environment  and  have 
had  to  be  returned  to  hospital,  but  on  the  other  hand  seven  others  after  a 
short  spell  in  the  Centre  are  now  employed  in  jobs  in  industry. 

The  aims  of  the  Centre,  such  as  training  towards  a daily  work  routine  & 
greater  industrial  skills,  coupled  with  an  emphasis  on  personal  and  social 
training  have,  we  believe  this  year  made  further  progress  inasmuch  that 
Trainees  who  have  got  jobs  have  held  them  for  longer  periods  because  they 
have  been  more  skilled  to  do  the  work,  more  maturely  amicable  with  fellow 
workers  and  have  been  better  able  to  present  themselves  each  day  punctually 
and  with  good  appearance.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  and  privilege  to  present  to  you  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  in  Macclesfield 
and  Bollington  during  1967 . 

Since  the  last  report  there  has  been  a number  of  staff  changes.  Mrs. 

G.  Eccles,  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  left  the  service  to  take  up  an  appoint- 
ment as  Social  Worker  on  the  staff  of  Parkside  Hospital,  Mr.  L.  Stebbings 
returned  to  his  home  county  of  Cambridgeshire,  where  he  has  been  success- 
ful in  obtaining  a similar  post  in  the  field  of  Mental  Health,  and  Mr.  G. 

0.  Brown,  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  was  released  in  September  to  take  a two- 
year  Course  leading  to  the  Certificate  in  Social  Work.  I wish  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  wishing  them  every  success  for  the  future. 

The  past  twelve  months  has  been  a very  busy  period  for  the  staff  who 
have  accepted  the  extra  pressure  placed  upon  them  with  unfailing  loyalty. 

We  have  continued  to  provide  a 24  hour  service,  and  endeavoured  to  provide 
community  care  for  the  mentally  ill  and  mentally  subnormal  persons  and 
their  families.  A further  development  in  the  service  has  been  the  estab- 
lishment of  a Day  Centre  for  the  Elderly  Mentally  Infirm,  which  opened  in 
December,  on  the  ground  floor  of  this  building.  The  Day  Centre  caters  for 
the  elderly  members  of  our  society  who  have  become  rather  confused  and, 
whilst  requiring  care  and  attention,  do  not  require  the  facilities  of  a 
hospital.  They  are  able  to  continue  to  live  at  home,  and  attend  the  Day 
Centre  from  9 a.m.  to  5 p.m.  daily,  Monday  to  Friday.  The  Matron  and  her 
staff  encourage  those  attending  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  running  of 
the  Centre,  and  the  scheme  is  proving  very  popular  with  those  who  are  able 
to  avail  themselves  of  this  facility. 

The  first  year  of  the  new  Hostel  in  Park  Lane  has  proved  encouraging, 
several  of  the  residents  who  had  never  previously  worked,  having  been 
found  local  employment.  The  Hostel  remains  full,  however,  and  there  is  a 
great  need  to  find  families  in  the  area  who  are  prepared  to  offer  these 
girls  a home. 

Out-Patient  Clinics  continue  to  be  held  daily  at  the  local  psychiatric 
hospital,  and  this  in  itself  is  an  extremely  valuable  service,  as  the 
mentally  disordered,  through  regular  attendance  at  the  clinics,  together 
with  support  from  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  and  the  utilisation  of  the 
various  community  resources,  can  be  maintained  in  their  own  homes.  It  is 
interesting,  and  very  gratifying,  to  note  that  Parkside  Hospital  has  had 
the  lowest  re-admission  rate  in  the  Manchester  Region,  and  when  the  Medical 
Director  was  recently  asked  to  give  his  opinion  on  the  reasons  for  this, 
he  stated  that  this  was  in  no  small  way  due  to  the  effective  supportive 
services  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

The  two  social  clubs  in  the  area,  the  Therapeutic  Social  Club,  and  the 
Over  16's  Club  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped,  have  both  enjoyed  another 
successful  year,  and  to  all  those  who  continue  to  support  these  clubs,  and 
give  of  their  time  so  freely,  may  I express  my  heartfelt  thanks. 

Two  members  of  staff  have  been  appointed  as  Trainee  Mental  Welfare 
Officers,  Miss  P.A.  Carr  and  Mr.  G.  Howarth,  I hope  that  they  will  be  very 
happy  in  their  chosen  career,  and  prove  to  be  valuable  members  of  the 
department. 
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"Work  to  be  done"  was  the  theme  of  the  Mental  Health  Week  in  June, 
the  second  in  a three  year  series.  Events  in  Macclesfield  included  an 
Open  Evening  at  the  Bridge  Club,  am  Open  Meeting  and  Exhibition  of  Work  at 
the  Adult  Training  Centre  and  Open  days  at  the  Junior  and  Adult  Training 
Centres.  This  year's  campaign  was  designed  to  publicise  the  career  opport- 
unities in  the  mental  health  services  and  the  areas  of  work  in  which  volun- 
tary bodies  can  be  most  helpful.  All  the  events  were  very  well  attended 
and  to  all  those  from  both  statutory  and  voluntary  bodies  who  helped  to  make 
the  week  a success  I offer  my  thanks. 

In  conclusion,  may  I express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee,  Dr.  3.G.  Gretton- vatson,  County  Medical  Officer, 

Dr.  W.R.  Plows,  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  and  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Divisional  Health  Committee,  for  the  help  and  support  they  have  given 
throughout  the  year.
